That the men present shouid use their influente 
toward the drafting of a dill that wid be agreeable 
both to the city and the sanitary district and to 
further use all their influence in securing a har- 
mony of action between the two different interests, 
As a direct result of the last vote, a sub- 
commitee of three was appointed to draft sucb 
a bill.

But what Senator Burrows 
and Senator Penrose and the others of the 
“old guard desired was to advance the time 
in order to fonce speeches which it was known 
the senators proposed to deliver in oppost- 
tion to the continuance of Mr. Lorimer in’ 
the senate. This motion was expected to 
produce a test vote, but it failed to do so be- 
cause the.number of senators who have 
spoken aghinst Mr. Lorimer voted with the 
Lorimerités for the adoption of the propost- 
tion made by Mr. Burorws. 


Crawford Takes the Floor. 

Senator Crawford, who had been waiting 
for an opportunity to speak, took the floor 
without an instant’s delay, in order that he 
might not be shut off trom making his 
speech. The old guard” promptly left the 
chamber, to show by their absence their 
lack of interest in the debate and their 
cynical indifference to the merits of the ques- 
tion of whether Mr. Lorimer’s election had 
been invalidated by the employment of cor- 
rupt methods or practices. 

But, as Senator Crawford said in objection, 
to a proposal to call a quorum, whether the 
senators were interested or not in the ques- 
tion, the people of the United States are, 
and he might have added that they will hold 
the former strictly accountable for their 
conduct in connection with and action in this 
case. ! 
Senator Crawford devoted himself primari- 
ly to anewering the speech delivered by Sen- 
ator Lorimer. He had armed himself for 
this purpose by telegraphing to Gov. Deneen 
and obtaining from him a statement which 


| he presented to the senate and which he 


commented upon as he read it. In begin- 
ning thie feature of his address he said ft 
was a most remarkable thing, an extraor- 
dinary thing that, in the closing hours of the 
debate, after the testimony had been sub- 
mitted and closed, and when ti.e governor 
of Illinois could have no opportunity for a 
reply, Mr. Lorimer should lodge against Mr. 
Deneen the grave and serious charges of 
usurpation and tyranny for the purpose of 
placing upon him the regponsibility for the 
situation at Springfield. 


Lorimer’s Unfair Advantage. 

He called attention to the fact that Mr. 
Lorimer had not spoken as a witness under 
oath, subjecting hinfself to crose-examina- 
tion Where facts could be elicited by all the 
tests which could be applied in such cases; 
he did eo under the privileges of the floor, 
and made a statement so eweeping that, to 
the mind of the South Dakota senator, it 
was only fair and decent that the governor of 
Iiinois should have an opportunity to make 
@ reply thereto. 

Mr. Crawford insisted the statement of 
Gov: Deneen was entitled to just as much re- 
gard ag was that of Mr. Lorimer, and his 
denial of the charges to just as much credit 
as the charges, and more, because the man 
making the charge is in a desperate situa- 
tion and does not make it under oath, while 
the man who anewers it is eimply stating the 
fact ag he knows f. 

In his speech Mr. Lorimer referred to 
“assassins of character.” Senator Craw- 
ford insisted he was in entire sympathy 
with the denunciations of unfounded attacks 
upon a man's character and reputation. 


Denounces “Conspiracy” Talk. 

He called attention to the attempt being 
made ta claim that the investigation into 
the Lorimer case, instead of being an investi- 
gation to ascertain whether or not a valid 
election had occurred, was an investigation 
to assassinate bis character. He continued: 

You can make that charge in every 
murder trial by saying it is a conspiracy 
on the part of the state's attorney and 
the prosecuting witness and the sheriff to 
ruin the character of this poor man put 
upon trial, But if we were to retreat 
from the performance of our duty in en- 
forcing the law, if we were to refuse to 
consider the charges that go to the very 
heart of the republic, charges of bribery 
in elections, should we depart from our 
duty because some one says this is an at- 
tempt to assassinate character? If we do, 
we are writing ourselves down as cow- 
ards, abject cowards. 

And Mr. Crawford passionately continued: 

Great God, are we to throw aside the 
direct testimony of bribery and the un- 
lawful use of money to corrupt elections, 
and throw them aside and run away be- 
cause some one says you will injure the 
man who is charged with this; you will 
injure his good name and reputation? We 


had better tear down our courthouses; we | 


had better burn up our statutes; we had 
better abolish the senate; we had better 
go out and simply let every man do as he 
pleases, if we are to be governed by any 
such motive or by any such appeal as 
that. 
Senator Crawford pointed to the significant 
fact that the dramatic and appealing state- 
ment made by Mr. mer was an avoid- 
ance.” He continued: 

I will not say a. confession and avoid- 
ance, but an avoidance, because it did not 
deal with a single one of the concrete 


facts established in this record. That was 


an appealing story about selling news- 
papers and meeting Hinky Dink,” and 
getting a job for the man whose wife was 
sick, but the sitting member, when he got 
| through with the whole story, only made 
the claim that he had accounted for thir- 
ty four Democratic votes, and he said 
these thirty-four friends of his got the 


rest. 


Senator Crawford then exclaimed: |

Evidently the cap sat firmly on the head

Indeed, Mr. Craw- 
ford declared, he did not back a hair’sbreadth 
from the speech he delivered, in spite of the 
strictures passed upon it by Mr. Lorimer, be- 
cause the facts justified what he had said. 

Mr. Crawford spoke highly of Gov. Deneen 
and said he had been hounded as perhaps 
no one in the history of the country had been 
hounded, not by Democrats but by mem- 
bers of his own party led by Mr. Lorimer. 
He submitted that the popular uprising 
which produced the initiative and referen- 
dum are the natura! fruitage of such cases 
as that of Lorimer with Hinky Dink and 
Bathhouse John. 


Owen Asks a Recess. 

While Senator Crawford was speaking, 
Senator Owen moved a recess until 8 o'clock, 
saying the debate was so important that it 
was desirable to postpone its continuance 
until the members should return to the sen- 
ate. This motion was defeated and Mr. 
Crawford resumed his remarks. 

Senator Bacon of Georgia had given notice 
that at 2 o'clock he would deliver a speech 
upon the popular election of senators. He 
consented to permit Mr. Crawford to pro- 
ceed until 8 o’clock and then took the floor. 

The vice president sought to make a ruling 
that the South Dakota senator, having re- 
linquished the floor, could not resume it on 
the same legislative day. The matter was 
finally settled by the recognition of Mr. 
Crawford's right to conclude his speech. . 

This recognition was not given in good 
faith however, as was shown by the subse- 
quent efforts of Burrows, Penrose, Bailey, 
and others of the old guard to force a 
vote. 


DEBATE ON VOTING TIME. 

When Senator Hale proposed that the sen- 
ate take a recess the following debate took 
place: 

MR. BAILEY—I have no objection to a re- 
cess if we could now get an agreement to 
vote upon the unfinished business, which is 
the resolution touching the right of the sena- 
tor from IIIinois, Mr. Lorimer, to his seat. 
I understand a request was preferred to vote 
tomcrrow. That was denied because sena- 
tors desired to address the senate on that 
subject. Then a request was preferred for 
unanimous consent to vote on Wednesday, 
and that was objected to. I am going now 
to venture to ask unanimous consent that 
the senate will vote on that question at 2 
o'clock Thursday. 

MR. HALE—That 10 fair. 

MR. CUMMINS—Mr. President, I recog- 
nize, I think, as fully as can the senator 
from Texas the importance to the senate, to 
the country, and to the sitting member, of 
the resolution to which he referred. But 
it is not, in my opinion, the most important 
matter before this body. This resolution 
had its opportunity for the space of one 
month or more. I did not criticise the ob- 
jection then made which prevented a vote 
during that time 

MR. BAILEY—The senator understands, of 
course, that that objection was based on the 
fact that debate had not been concluded. 


Importance of Tariff Bill. 

MR. CUMMINS—Precisely; but it was sug- 
gested that the vote be had at such a time 
that the debate would have been finished 
when the time came for the vote. Mr. Presi- 
dent, there is pending before the senate a 
bill which has been passed by the house of 
representatives, which has been debated all 
over this country for years, and which is de- 
sired by a larger proportion of the people of 
this country than any other measure which 
is now before us, and so far as I am con- 
cerned—and I speak only for myself—I intend 
to do everything within my power to induce 
those who are opposed to a consideration of 
the tariff board bill to content to its consid- 
eration and to a vote on it—I mean everything 
within my power and the limits of parliamen- 
tary procedure. I think that is well under- 
stood, and I know that there are many sen- 
} ators who desire yet to speak upon the Lor!i- 
mer case. I do not know how the request 
of the senator from Texas may affect the 
business of the senate, and therefore I want 
it to be clearly understood. I make no con- 
cealment about it whatsoever that unless a 
time can also be fixed for voting upon the 
bill which creates a tariff board I shall ob- 
ject to fixing a time for voting upon the Lori 
mer resolution. 

MR. BAILEY—In other words, though the 
senator from Iowa has said to the senate and 
to the country that this man is not entitled 
to his seat, he declines to allow the senate to 
vote on that until the senate will agree to 
vote on some other question. 


Cummins Stands by Decision. 

MR. CUMMINS—Precisely. 

MR. BAILEY—If the senator is content to 
take that position I am quite content to have 
him appear in thet way before the country. 

MR. CUMMINS—I am content to.stand by 
what I have said. I believe the bill to which 
I have referred is of greater importance to 
the people of this country than any other 
measure now pending before this body. The 
| senator from Illinois is here; he is sitting as a 
member of this body. The opportunity to 
vote upon his title to his seat will not be lost 
if this occasion passes. But the senator from 
Texas, as well as every other senator here, 
knows that if we do not avail ourselves of 
this opportunity to vote upon the bill creat- 
ing a tariff board we will have no opportunity 
so to do for years to come. 

MR. BAILEY—Which means that the peo- 
ple, having given authority to the Democratic 
party in the popular branch of congress, it 
must be denied the right to settle that matter 
as it pleases unless it can be forced through 
the senate in connection with totally different 
matter before the expiration of this session.

Deneen could have 
elected Mr. Hopkins hed he been so dis- 
posed, and that he had the votes under his 
control to do it, and that he, Mr. Deneen, had 
pledged Mr. Lorimer to be a candidate him- 
self and had been friendly to Mr. Lorimer’s 
candidacy.

“Charles S. Deneen should at least have 
an opportunity to be heard when. the accusa- 
tion is laid at his door that he was.a usurper 
and a tyrant who caused the rebellion to 
arise in the legislative assembly of Illinois 
so strong that party lines were considered as 
secondary; such a rebellion, caused by the 
power of a tyrant, that there was no longer 
any distinction between Republicans and 
Democrats, but they were organizing the 
legislature, as free men, to overthrow this 
tyrant, Charles 8.

Reads Statement of Deneen. 

The senator here read Gov. Deneen’s state- 
ment—as published in Tun TI Bu nn last 
Thursday—to which he had been referred. 

This is the language of the governor of 
Illinois,“ resumed the senator, ‘‘ made to the 
American people and referred to in his tele- 
gram received by, me when I told him what 
charges had been made against him on the 
floor of the senate: 

Phat I consented to become a candidate 
for senator and then immediately withdrew 
is not true.’ 

“Under these circumstances this answer 
is entitled to just as much credence as the 
charge, and more, because the man who 
makes the charge is in a desperate situation 
and does not make it under oath, and the 
man who answers it is simply stating what ts 
the fact as he knows it. 

“Ah, we are told about how awful it is 
to attack a man's character and reputation, 
and I indorse every word of it. An attempt 
is being made to claim thet this investiga- 
tion, instead of being an investigation to 
bribery in elections, we would write ourselves 
tion, is an investigation to assassinate char- 
acter. 

Ory Ie Ancient One. 

Tou can make that charge in every 
murder trial by saying that it is a conspiracy 
on the part of the state’s attorney and the 
prosecuting witnesses and the sheriff to ruin 
the character of this poor man put upon his 
trial, and if we were to retreat from the 
performance of our duty in enforcing law, 
if we were to refuse to consider charges that 
go to the heart of the republic, charges of 
bribery in election, we would write ourselves 
down as cowards—abject cowards. 

Great God, are we to throw aside direct 
testimony of bribery and the unlawful use of 
money to corrupt elections and throw them 
aside and run away because some one says 
you will injure the man who is charged with 
this, you will injure his good name and his 
reputation? 

“We had better tear down our court- 
houses; we had bette? burn up our statutes; 
we had better abolieh the senate;. we had 
better go out and simply let every man go as 
he pleases, if we are to be governed by any 
euch motive or by any such appeal as that. 


Denial Must Be Credited, 

The senator continued to read Gov: De- 
neen's denials of the statements made by 
Lorimer to the senate. 

“Neither of these charges is true,’ an- 
awers the governor of Illinois,’’ he continued. 
„ * Neither of these charges is true,’ rings out 
through the press of the country the next 
morning, after the charges were uttered here. 
_* Neither of these charges is true,’ says this 
son of a Methodist minister, who from pioneer 
days attended night schools in Chicago and 
educated himself, and is an honored citizen 
and chief executive of the state. ‘ Neither 
of these charges is true.’ 

“And I say his denial is entitled to as much 
credence here as the charge made by the 
senator who has everything at stake and 
makes the charge at the last moment, with 
no opportunity for cross examination, makes 
it at the last moment, not under oath but 
through courtesy here. 

Nou cannot throw aside this statement ot 
the governor of Illinois, whose good name has 
been attacked here as a tyrant, a usurper, 
a dictator. © This is a frank, candid, and 
open statement of an honest man and a man 
who was willing to preside in the party by al- 
lowing a majority of his party to rule.“ 

Coming to the revelations of political prac- 
tices made by Lorimer, Mr. Crawford con-

Lorimer Merely an Incident. 

„Why, that man {Lorimer] le a mere in- 
cident here. I could love him in my beart, I 
pray that I might help him if I could do it, 
but I will never, so long as I have a voice 
and a breath in my body, stand for a thing 
like this—never, nor set is aside as worthy of 
only a passing fancy. 


J cannot conceive.how men can look at 


a situation Hke this in that way. Oh, they 
say, we are making these appeals to the gal- 
leries here because we think it is popular. 
What a low and sordid and se ‘and sus- 


~picious view that is of a situation like this. 


“If there was an invader threatening to 
land on either shore to threaten these insti- 
tutions there is not a man in this senate but 
would be on his feet at once singing My 
Country, "Tis of Thee’ with the tears run- 
ning down his cheeks, and he would be ready 
to sacrifice everything he had on earth to 
stop that invasion; but you can point to a 
poison canker down in the election booth, 
where they are selling their votes and where 
men are getting into office through the use of

Tells About “Hinky Dink.“ 

“ Now, Mr. President, I want to call at- 
tention to another significant fact—that this 
wonderfully dramatic and appealing state- 
ment made here the other day was an avoid- 
ance—I will not say a confession and avoid- 
ance, but an avoidance because it did not 
deal with a single one of the concrete facts 
established in this record. 

That was an appealing story about selling 
newspapers, and meeting Hinky Dink, and 
getting a job for the man whose wife was 
sick, but the sitting member, when he got 
through with the whole story, only made the 
claim that he had accounted for thirty-four 
Democratic votes and he said those thirty- 
four friends of his got the rest.

NORTON LETTER IS BASIS. 


Illinois Scandal Referred To in 
Arraignment of the Chief 
Executive. 


— — 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 27. —[Spectal.]—A 
terrific arraignment of President Taft on the 
charge of “ bribing and intimidating ’’ mem- 
bers of congress by the use of federal pat- 
ronage was delivered on the floor of the 
senate this evening by Senator Bourne of 
Oregon. 

The denunciation of the president was ut- 
tered in calm and dispeesionate tones, but its 
terms were such as caused ordinarily im- 
perturbable senators to catch their breath 
and the flying rumors of which ‘resulted in 
emptying the cloak roome in short order. 

Senator Bourne, who is the president of 
the newly organized National Progressive 
league, took as his text the letter which 
Charies D. Norton, secretary to the presi- 
dent, wrote during the campaign last fall, 

explaining that Mr. Taft no longer intended 
to withhold federal patronage from the Re- 
publican progressives as he had done prior 
to the primaries. 


Calls Letter Coercion Confession. 

It was explained in this letter that the 
president had refused to recognize the pro- 
gressives in making appointments to federal] 
offices on the ground that the progressives 
were fighting his program of legislation ip 
congress. But while the president justified 
this course of favoring the regulars before 
the primaries, he announced that he would 
discontinue that policy. 

The Oregon senator declared that this 
letter was a confession of the president to 
“ooercing congress by the usage of patron- 
age and a violation of the letter and spirit 
of the constitution which provides for the 
preservation of the freedom of the law 
making branch of the government.“ 

While it might not be an actual violation 
of the letter of the statute against bribery, 
Mr. Bourne said, he thought it was a viola- 
tion of the spirit of that law. Whereupon he 
quoted the federal statute on the bribery 
of public officials by the use of money, prom- 
ises, or any other valuable thing. 


Cites the Illinois Scandal. 

The purchase of votes in the Illinois legis- 
lature,” he said, was not proved by out- 
siders, but by the confessions of the bribe 
givers and bribe takers. The same is true of 
the purchase of votes in congress. The Bev- 
erly letter is the confession of the presi- 
dent. 

“The natural inference from the Norton 
letter is that the president of the United 
States used federal patronage to influence 
the action of members of congress. Thisisa 
charge which no citizen can discuss without 
regret, yet the whole subject is of such a 
vital importance in the preservation of rep- 
resentative government that I would feel re- 
miss in my duty if I failed to call it to the 
ettention of the country and place in avall- 
able form such information relating ee 
as may come to my attention. 

“The undenied statement indicates a de- 
plorable and despicable subservience upon 
the part of the legislative branch, and a dan- 


gerous and demoralizing usurpation upon the 


part of the executive. 


All Men Equal Before the Law. 

“Our government was founded upon the 
proposition that all men are equal before the 
law, civil or criminal. I would have as much 
respect for a common ward heeler who buys 
votes at the rolls as for a president of the 
United States who uses his appointing power 
as a means of forcing or persuading members 
of congress to determine or change their 
course of action. 

One transaction is as dishonest, as cor- 
rupt, and as depraving as the other, but the 
latter is more dangerous, more insidious, 
more pernicious than the former because it 
strikes at the very foundation of free institu- 
tions, sets a precedent for corrupt methods 
in all official fe and marks the beginning of 
dictatorship and decadence of the nation. 

“But, Mr. President, the use of the ap- 
pointing power to influence the actions of 
members of congress is only one means by 
which this power may be abused. Federal 
petronage is also an effective and dangerous 
power when wielded for the creation or main- 
tenance of a political machine with the pur- 
pose of, cing the renomination of an execu- 
tive or the nomination of a man of his choice. 


Sees Danger of Dictatorship. 

“Extension of the power of the executive 
ie the beginning of dictatorship. The rem- 
ody is to make the president directly account- 
Able to party and general electorates by 
enacting laws for presidential primary votes, 
thereby destroying the power of political 
bosses and their backers, the campaign con- 
tributors. The people can be trusted. The 
composite citizen knows more and acts from 
higher motives than any single individual”

Harmony“ Between Physicians, 
Colleges, Examiners Urged. 


PLAN TO CROWD OUT UNFIT. 


End of ‘‘Quackery’’ — Free Medical 
Schools Advised as Uplift. 


The standard of medical education in 
23 would be higher than anywhere else 
in the World if the American Medical asso- 
ciation, the Confederation of State Exam- 
ining Boards of the United States, and the 
Association of American Medical Colleges 
would unite on a harmony working basis, 
eaid Dr. J. A. Witherspoon of Vanderbilt uni- 
versity yesterday. 

He was speaking to members of the Medical 
Collegiate association, of which he is presi- 
dent. The association now is holding Its 
twenty-first annual meeting at the Congress 
hotel The American Medical association 
will open its seventh annual conference at 
the Congress on Wednesday. 

Dr. Witherspoon said the combined infiu- 
ence of the three bodies ultimately would 
stamp out inferior medical colleges and thus 
crowd out inefficient physicians and an forms 
of ‘‘ quackery.”’ 

Regarding the four year high school course 
entrance requirement he recommended that 
no change from this now be made. 


Urges New Standards. 

Dr. Witherspoon suggested features he 
wishes the association to adopt. They were 
taken under consideration by a judicial com- 
mittee. They are: 

That a uniform educational standard, after con- 
sultation with all forces interested, be enforced 
by frequent inspections, 

That inspections of both applicants and mem- 
bers be placed in the hands of a judicial coun- 
cil, and that at least two men be required for the 
inspection of any one school. 

That this work be divided so as to utilize as 
many as possible of men and their influences. 

That if an additional fifth year of study should 
be deemed Wise it be devoted strictly to practical 
hospital work. 

That a hospital controlled by each college is 
essential to thorough training.

Just before the end of the second act of 
The Merchant of Venice at the Princess 
theater last evening the curtain was rung 
down because of the sudden illness of Herr 
Von Poseart, the German actor who was ap- 
pearing as Shylock. 

Announcement was made by the actor’s 
secretary after a wait of twenty minutes 
that he would be unable to continue the per- 
formance on account of a throat affliction 
occasioned by the hostile climate of Chicago. 
| So the audience was dismissed with the 
promise that this evening's bill, consisting 
of two plays, requiring no particular demands 
on the strength of Herr Von Possart, probably 
would be given as advertised. 


No Advance Signs of Illness. 

The interruption came in the last scene & 
the act. Jessica had eloped, the revelers 
had tripped across the stage, and it was va- 
cant for the discoverer by the Jew of the 
loss of his ducats and his daughter. But 
Shylock failed to appear, andafter a moment 
the curtain fell, leaving the audience mysti- 
fied. 

In the earlier portions of the play Herr Von 
Poswart had been a stalwart and imperious 
Shylock, with no hint of vocal or other weak- 
ness, and his voice fairly had boomed the 
long speeches of the role. It was explained 
that the attack was sudden, and that Herr 
Von Possart preferred to abandon the per- 
formance rather than to appear unworthily 
in the later and more stressful portions.

No physician was called and the actor went 
to the Blackstone in a taxicab with his valet 
and secretary.

FIND NOCLEW TO 
DRUMMOND GEMS 


Detectives Still in Dark as to 
Theft of $130,000 in Jewels 
Aboard Ship. 


WORK OF DUB OR EXPERT? 
Loser Insists That Two Servants 
Must Not Be Suspected 
of Robbery. 


New York, Feb. 27.—[{Special. }—The public 
and private detectives who were hustling to 
day for clews that might lead to the deep sea 
crook who got away with Mrs. Maldwin 
Drummond's $130,000 worth of pearls and dia- 
monds on board the liner Amerike last Satur- 
day night, had made no progress late to- 
night. Mrs. Drummond, who wae at the 
hotel Plaza with her husband, did not ap- 
pear to be in low sptrits, possibly because the 
jewels were insured. 

What bothered the tracers more than any- 
thing else was that any ordinary crook could 
have sneaked the $75,000 necklace, the black 
pearl and diamond ring, the brooch and the 
other pieces as deftly as the slickest pro- 
fessional. The accidental thief who tumbles 
onto an easy thing is hard to mark, as the 
head of a detective agency said today. 

Mrs. Drummond went to her berth Satur- 
day night leaving the door of her state room, 
188. on the port side of the Amerika, un- 
locked, and with her jewels in an unfastened 
drawer of a writing desk She got up the 
next morning, saw no indication that the room 
bad been entered while she slept and learned 
from her maid in a few minutes that her 
jewels were gone. 


Followed for Months by Thieves. 

It is possible that Mrs. Drummond had been 
followed for a month or more by professional 
thieves who waited for their opportunity and 
got it. But Saturday evening was not the 
first evening of the voyage she wore her 
three strand necklace and the other pieces, 
and Saturday night was not the first night 
of the trip that she went to bed with the 
room door unlocked. But, on the other 
hand, as a detective pointed out, the experi- 
enced steamship thief would wait until the 
last few hours before turning a trick. 

Capt. Knuth of the Amerika insisted that 
there were no known crooks on the steam- 
ship. He said Chief Steward Scholz and the 
smoking room steward knew all the cheva- 
liers by sight, and if one of them had shown 
up the fact would have been reported to 
him instantly Capt Beutler, who is in 
charge for Mrs. Drummond of the investiga- 
tion, thought that Capt. Knuth might easily 
have been fooled. 

The job was so simple and so made to order 
that no special ability was required, and 
any one of hundreds of men who must have 
observed Mrs. Drummond's display of jewels 
could have watched her movements until 
he was certain he wouldn't be detected. 


Do Not Suspect Servants, 

The Drummonds were more insistent than 
ever today that their servants must not be 
suspected. Mrs. Drummond told Assistant 
General Manager Julius P. Meyer of the line 
when she talked to him that her maid wae 
not in the stateroom when she undressed and 
put her jewels in the writing desk. The 
maid wasn’t feeling well and went early to 
her oWn room; so Mr. Drummond did the 
unhooking. Mr. Drummond's valet was not 
in Mrs. Drummond’s statercom at any time, 
Mr. Drummond said. 

Husband and wife agreed that they had 
been trailed from Burope by thieves who 
had mingled with first cabin passengers with~ 
out any one suspecting their character. Mra, 
Drummond was particularly vexed, she said, 
because the customs people didn’t search 
every first cabin passenger who stepped off 
the ship at Hoboken. She feels sure that if 
a general search had been made the jewels 
would have been recovered. Her ground for 
thinking so ie that she noticed half a dozen 
men watching her all the voyage over. Some 
of them were not far eway whenever she 
appeared on deck. 

Both the Hamburg~American line people 
and the Hoboken police said searching peo- 
ple on suspicion only is not the easiest thing 
in the world to get away with. 4 for 
the customs people, it wasn’t their business, 
as was said at the surveyor’s office. The

At Harrison headquarters, the barrel 
hunters were quite as thickly gathered, but 
the distributions were said to be of more 
modest dimensions. According to informa- 
tion handed out by the members of the cam- 
paign committee, not more than four paid 
workers at $5 a head were to be employed to- 
day in any of the precincts. , 

The crowds at the Harrison headquarters 
rivaled the jam at the La Salle hotel, andthe 
disbursement system was far less perfect. 
Harrison paying tellers patroled the hall- 
ways and passed out “ expense money) to 
the workers who appeared. 


Barrel at Dunne Headquarters. 

Even at the Dunne quarters, where the lack 
of cash has been a part of the campaign for 
votes the barrel was not hidden com 
pletely. County Treasurer O’Connell and 
others of the Dunne Heutenants presided 
over the last ante-primary rites in e 
locked room, whose door wes closely guard- 
ed, and through which the ward and pre- 
cinct chiefe were us hered only after estab- 
lishing their identity. 

Asked as to the amount of money the 
Dunne forces would spend at the polls to- 
day for workers, one of the managers of 
the one time mayor said:

The Fourteenth ward, the home of Candi- 
date Graham and Roger C. Sullivan, is ex- 
pected to be one of the big battle grounds 
of the Democratic primary. 

Harrison followers insisted yesterday that 
signs of the barrel work of the Graham 
men already were in evidence and offered 
as proof stories from Harrison followers 
to the effect that they had been offered $10 
each just to wear Graham badges around 
the polling places. 


Owens Names Many Deputies. 

In addition to the challengers allowed by

Czarnecki in Another Clash. 

In one case, at least, the determination of 
the minority member of the board to give 
credentials to no disreputable characters or 
ward heelers led to an open breach in the 
board. : 

The man thrown out by Czarnecki Wahn 
in first a minor official of the board and then 
a politician to prove to the commissioner 
not only that he was worthy but that he 
was an &ctive Harrison worker. But it didn’t 
work. President Kellerman was then ap- 
pealed to and when his intercession with 
Czarnecki proved unavailing he took it upon 
himself to O. K. the man’s papers himself 
and secure his credentials for him. There 
wae @ little real war then, from which Com- 
missioner Czarnecki emerged victorious; and’ 
the would-be-tin-star departed without his 
credentials, 

Similar incidents occurred at frequent in- 
tervals, one outraged politician loudly threat- 
ening the commissioner after two tough 
looking characters from his ward had been 
ruled against. Chief Investigator Matthews 
assisted in the weeding process, and is also 
doomed to political annihilation if the disap- 
pointed politicians who failed to put one 
over can anmihilate him. 

No such precautions were taken as to the 
challengers appointed by the judge, since 
they will not represent the county court and 
will have no imposing stars, but will repre- 
gent and will be paid by the various candi- 
dates by whom they were nominated. 

The hurried process by which they were se- 
lected .admits of grose abuse, and Judge 
Owens and the election commissioners are 
anxious over the use which will be made of 
the extraordinary concessions granted. 


Graham Has Staff of Lawyers. 

The complications which may result from 
this state of affairs may give employment 
to the committee or sixty-six lawyers under 
command’ of Colin C. H. Fyffe, which is to 
be in session at the Graham headquarters 
at the La Salle hotel all day, since the Harri- 
son leaders state that they will investigate 
during the day the identity and standing 
of the men who act as Graham challengers. 

At the Smulski headquarters it was stated 
early in the day that no special challengers 
would be asked for, that Mr. Smulski would 
trust to the justice and fair dealing of the 
Merriam or Thompson men wherever their 
control of the Republican organization gave 
them the appointment of the “ regular” 
challengers. Later, however, the Smulski 
leaders reconsidered and asked Judge Owens 
for commissions for challengers in 278 pre- 
cincts. 

Challengers for Merriam. 

The Merriam forces, because of lack of or- 
ganization support, of course felt the great- 
est need for challengers among the Repub- 
Heane. Their first list Med contained about 
1.100 names, and an hour later a supple- 
mentary list of about 400 names was filed. 
This means that Mr. Merriam may have a 
epecia) representative at the casting and the 
counting of the ballot n every precinct in 
the city. 

The Merriam candidacy became a betting 
subject, according to Stories of men about the 
various. headquarters of other candidates. 
Several persons visited the places and said 
they were looking for Thompson money to 
bet against Merriam.

BRIAND MINISTRY. 
RESIGNS OFFICE 


French Premier Presents Res- 
ignations to President 
Fallieres. 


NEW LEADER IS SOUGHT, 


Head of Retiring Cabinet Issues 
Statement Explaining Its 
Downfall. 


PARIS, Fed. 27.—Premier Briand, whose 
administration weathered many political 
storms since it assumed power July 23, 1908, 
presented the resignation of his ministry to 
Presiderit Fullieres today and k was ao- 
cepted. 

It is understood that President Fallieres is 
of the opinion that the new cabinet must be 
prepared to follow up the policy of the Briand 
ministry, which received the support of both 
chambers. up to the last, and will call to 
the premiership a Senator, who, according 
to the latest indications, will be either M. 
Monis. vice president of the senate; Ray 
mond Poincare, or Jean Dapuy. 

The cause of the downfall of Briand was 
the assauk last Friday by the Socialistic 
group. While the government recetved a 
bare majority of 16, the premier said he had 
enough of political bickering and announced 
he would retire. 


Church Issue Cause of Crisis. 

The government was attacked on the 
ground that it had not enforced the laws 
against the congregations, as set forth in 
the separation act. At a conference on Sat- 
urday the ministers determined to resign so 
soon as today’s obsequies for Gen. Brun, the 
late minister of war, had been held. 

Premier Briand and the other ministers 


went direct to the Elysée palace from the 


ministry of war. On behalf of himself and 
colleagues M. Briand read a communication 
addressed to President Fallieres, in which it 
was declared that the resignation was im- 
perative on account of the growing hostility 
of certain elements in the Republican coalf- 
tion which were constantly blocking the gov- 
ernment’s program. The cabinet’s ambition 
was to carry out a broad program of con- 
ciliation and appeasement. 


Says Appeal Is Misunderstood.

tempt is to be made to better matters. Kep- 
resentatives of the Industrial club, the Legal 
Aid society, the Commercial club, the City 
club, and the Association of Commerce have 
studied the situation carefully and havo 
worked out plans which they consider both 
legal and practical. They are embodied in 
a series of bills which were introduced in 
the legislature yesterday. 

The men who make it their business to 
loan smal] sums on security which banks 
would not look at cannot be legislated out 
of existence. The most that can be done 
is to supervise them, to prescribe reasonabie 
charges to regulate their business, and to 
provide penalties for a violation of law. 
That is the substance of one of the bills. 
Still another bill deals specially with that 
trouble-breeding question, the assignment of 

The regulation of personal property bro- 
kers does not suffice. What is needed, also, 
is some partial substitute for them—some 
other quarter where small loans can be ob- 
tained. No serious attempt has been made 
in the past to deal with this important phase 
of the subject, but one of the bills intro- 
duced yesterday authorizes the organization 
of chattel mortgage societies, regulates the 
nature of the security, and limits the charges. 
A few such societies, supplied with ade- 
quate capital by men who were willing to 
make a beneficent and at the same time rea- 
sonably profitable use of some of their 
wealth would be of great service to the 
community. They would save many from 
the clutches of the loan sharks. 

Two other bills of secondary importance 
regulating the fees for acknowledging and 
recording chattel mortgages complete the 
series, and round out a scheme for the al- 
leviation of a crying evil. The general as- 
sembly should not be discouraged by the 
failure of earlier legislation on this sub- 
ject. Able lawyers and capable business 
men have codperated in the framing of blils 
which, if made laws, will be a boon, indeed, 
for the wage earners of Illinois who have tv 
borrow a little money to meet some emer 


gency.

THE JAPANESE TREATY. 

The administration has a right to con- 
gratulate itself and the country should con- 
gratulate it on the triumphant diplomacy 
which brought about the negotiation and 
quick ratification of the treaty with Japan. 
A delicate subject which seemed fraught 
with possibilities of international ill will 
and domestic discord has been so tactfuily 
and quickly handled by President Taft and 
his secretary of state that it has been taken 
out of the field of controversy without tur- 
moll or irritation. 

The ratification of the treaty at this time 
has conferred a favor on Japan. It bas 
untied the hands of its government. Its 
commercial treaties with other nations have 
expired, that with the United States would 
not have expired until next year had tae 
American government so willed it: That 
course would have made it difficult for Japan 
to negotiate treaties with other countries or 
modify its tariff policy as it intends to for 
a year to come. The declaration of tus 
Japanese ambassador, which accompanies 
the treaty, although no part of it, probably 
was made all the more readily because the 
United States did not insist on keeping the 
present treaty alive for a -twelvemonth 
longer. The declaration is to the effect that 
the policy of restraining emigration to Amer- 
ica will be continued, It has been an effec- 
‘tive policy, and the promise of Japan that 
it is to be adhered to must be taken as made 
in good faith. 

The treaty is received with general ac- 
claim in Japan. The Seattle merchants 
welcome it for they see a promise of more 
extensive trade with Japan for their city. 
There is no such outburst of indignafion 
from Oalifornia as was anticipated. Per- 
haps it was hinted gently to the representa- 
tives of that state early in the session that 
if they and their constituents were to keep 
reasonably quiet about Japan it would be 
much easier for San Francisco to get fcr 
its contemplated exposition the congres- 
sonal recognition it coveted.

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IR WILLIAM GRANTHAM, who for 

the second time in his officia) career 

bas been subjected to grave rebuke in 

pariiament for his political partisan- 

ship, displayed on.the bench of the 
Supreme court—Premier Asquéth going 80 
far as to announce the other day in the 
house of commons thes the government in- 
tended to carefully consider the best way of 
dealing with what was happily a unique sit- 
uation. in the British, judiclary—ia a man of 
most unfortunate temperament, of the most 
inconceivable indiscretion piigpeech, wholly 
lacking in a sense of humor, and inordinately 
and foolishly vain. 

Judges, no matter to what political party 
they owe their appointment on the bench, 
are quite as celebrated in England as the 
members of the Supreme court of the United 
States fom their absence, of party spirit. In 
fact, so unblemished is the reputation of 
the English Supreme court judges in this re- 
spect that, with the sanction of parliament, 
and with the approval of the people, they 
are intrusted with the duty of determining, 
without the assistance of juries, questions 
of electoral bribery, and of contested leg- 
islative N 

— 

The only judge who in modern times has 
shown a pronounced political bias, is Sir 
William Grantham, who has been the ob- 
ject of denunciations on the part of parlia- 
ment, of the bar, of the press, and of the 
public in general, in this connection. I have 
only to recall hig conduct in presiding over 
the election trials of Bodmin and of Yar- 
mouth. There is nothing that bis egregious 
vanity and his recklessness of speech Goes 
not lead him to talk about when holding 
court, from unfriendly remarks concerning 
the physical and even the intellectual condi- 
tion of his colleagues on the bench, to his 
inquiry of a husband who in the witness box 
was testifying to the disobedience of his wife, 
“ Why on earth didn’t you box her ears?“ 

— 

As to his vanity, no more amusing instanoe 
need be mentioned than his assumption of 
an ancestry to which he wae not entitied 
In his Pirates of Penzance,” Gilbert makes 
somebody say: “I have bought this estate 
and the chapel on it.

Thisdroll 
and fantastic situation is recalled by the ac- 
tion of Sir William Grantham, The family 
to which he belongs is of Sussex, and of ex- 
tremely modern origin, the learned judge be- 
ing the first of ite members to achieve dis- 
tinction, most of the other Sussex Granthams 
having been either petty tradera, farmera, or 
peasants. 

Now, 800 years ago there was in Lincoin 
a very ancient and aristocratic family of 
the name of Grantham, which figures er- 
tensively in the old annals of the county 
of Lincoln. In some way Sir William as- 
certained this, as well as the fact that the 
family in question, which had become ex- 
tinct in the reign of Charles II., had left sev- 
eral memorials, notably a large alabaster 
altar tomb, bearing the date of 1619, with re- 
cumbent effigies of Sir Thomas and Lady 
Grantham, in St. Thomas’ church at Lincoln, 
and a stained glass window bearing the date 
1657, Ulustrating the armorial bearings of 
the old time Granthams of Lincoln, in the 
Parish church at Goltha 

„ 

Sir William managed to purchase both the 
tomb and the atained glass window, with- 
out, however, going through the requisite 
legal procedure of procuring what is known 
as a faculty from the diocesan of Lin- 
coln, or from the ecclesiagtical commission- 
ers. Then he had both the window and the 
tomb conveyed to his country place at Bar- 
combe, in Sussex, and secured the permis- 
mon of the rector of the parish church there 
to set up over the altar the stained glass 
window from Goithe, and later on to accord 
a place in the church for the tomb. 

When Sir William was first knighted, on 
his elevation to the bench, nearly a quarter 
of a century ago, and obtained from the 
Royal College of Heralds armorial bearings, 
he was accerded the motto of Forward! 
But since h has secured the stained glass 
window from Golthe, and bas set it up in 
the parish church at Barcombe, he has quite 
naturally adopted, in lieu of his former motto, 
that of the Granthame or Lincoln, Comme 
Dieu grantit,” which appears on the win- 
dow.

ORIGINAL PLAN DROPPED. 


Wall Street Interprets Change of 
Plans to Shift in Sen- 
timent.

New York, Feb. 277.— [Special. I—Althougn 
if was said at the time of the interstaté com- 
merce commission’s decision not to allow the 
railroads to increase their freight rates that 
the Pennsylvania would not appeal from the 
decision, George V. Massey, general counsel 
of the system, attended today a conference of 
counsel of eastern lines for the n of 
discussing the rate decision.

Wall Street Sees Shift in Sentiment.

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LONG RAIL CONTEST PROMISED 


Chicago Roads to Fight; Jurisdic- 
tion on Uniform Switching Rules 


FAIL TO REACH AGREEMENT. 


Lines and Shippers Decide That Com- 
promise Is Not Possible. 


A prolonged legal controversy before Judge 
Kohisaat. in which the railroads entering 
Chicago will. seek to contest the Jurisdiction 
of the Illinois railroad and warehouse com- 
mission to prescribe uniform switching rules 
and rates to be observed by the roads, was 
promised yesterday as the result of failure on 
the part of the roads and the shippers to 


agree on a proposed substitute for the com- 


mission's rules. 

, Judge Kohisaat, who issued a temporary 
injunction against the commission’s order 
two years ago on application of the roads, 
was advised that after two years of efforts 
on the part of committees representing the 
roads and the shippers to agree, it had been 
decided that no compromise is possible and 
that the case would have to be contested 
along the lines of the railroad’s bill for an in- 
junction. 


Try to Formulate Substitute. 
After the commission’s order, prescribing 
the Chicago switching limite and ordering a 
scale of graduated rates according to dis- 
tance had been enjoined two years ago, com- 
mittees representing six roads and the Chi- 


cago Association of Commerce, Illinois Manu- | 


facturers’ association, and the Chicago board 
of trade, sought to formulate a substitute, 
and with the consent of the commission the 
injunction was to be dissolved and the new 
rules put in force. 

Although confessedly suiting neither side, it hed 
been understood that the rules should be tried 
out wher it was learned that seven roads would 
not agree, on the contention that the rules gave 
an advantage to me of the larger roads. The 
court wes adv of the disagreement, and a 
hearing on the merits of the railroads’ injunction 
was set for April 3. The roads claim the commis- 
sion bas no jurisdiction to prescribe a joint rate 
and that a switching rate is a joint rate. 


Study Rate Decision Copies. 

Chicago railroad officials recetved during the 
day their first complete copies of the decisions of 
the interstate commerce commission in the eastern 
and western rate cases and immediately plunged 
into a.careful perusal of the commission’ s findings. 
It w the hope of some of the roads that the lan- 
guage of the opinions written by Commissioners 
fare and Prouty might offer some prospects of 
success im case the roads should attempt to ad- 
vance a part of the rates individually later on, but 
this wae not apparent on the fret examination of 
the decisions. 

As soon as the officials are in a position to discuss 
the ruling after a minute examination by the law- 
vers a conference of executive officers and genera] 
counsel will be held, probably within a day or two, 
to consider the possibilities of an appeal to the new 
Commerce court for a review of the cases, but no 
authoritative statement of the prospects in this 
respect could be obtained yesterday. 

It is agreed that there is no possibility of an ap- 
peal unless the roads decline to withdraw their 
tariffe and thereby force the commission to issue 
a formal order fixing the present rates as reason- 
able for two years. As to the advisability of taking 
such a step, no definite opinion will probably be 
formed until after the lawyera have bad more time 
to study the texts of the decisions. 


Rock Island Tariffs Suspended. 

Tariffs edvancing freight rates on grain, grain 
products, and seed filed by the Rock Island in 
common with other carriers were suspended during 
the day by the interstate commerce commission 
from March 1 to July 1, 1911. Several western 
and northwestern lines recently filed such tariffs, 
and the suspension of the Rock Island rates is in 
line with the previous suspension of the other 
tariffs.

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PHONE WORKERS OK STRIKE 


Linemen and Repair Men Ordered 
Out Following Conference.

TIEUP IS NOT EXPECTED. 


Superintendent Does Not Anticipate 
Serious Interference. 


A strike of telephone linemen and repair 
men of the Chicago Telephone company 
was ordered at 4 o'clock yesterday afternoon, 
following a conference between President B. 
E. Sunny of the company, Angus 8. Hibbard. 
general manager, and S. J. Larned, general 
superintendent, and representatives of the 
employés. 

The conference ended in a flat refusal on 
the part of the telephone company’s officials 
to recognize a union of the linemen and elec- 
trical workers throughout the plant. 

According to Martin J. Healy, president 
of the International Linemen's union, the 
union forces hope to have 800 linemen and 
repair workers on a strike at noon today. 

Expects No Serious Results. 

I do not believe that the strike will affect 
us seriously.“ said Mr. Larned. “ The union 
faction among our men cannot muster more 
than 200 men at the most, and that will not 
interfere greatly with our repair work, as our 
force in that department numbers about 1,200 
men in all.“ | 

It was said that the telephone company's 
Officials did not care especially whether the 
repairmen working within the loop were 
unionized or not, but they refused even to 
cousider recognizing the union among the 
repair workers outside the loop. 

According to the officials of the telephone 
company, there are about 2,000 men employed 
iu the mechanical department of the com- 
pany, of whom about 900 are linemen, be- 
tween 500 and 600 installers, and about 250 
repairmen. There are smaller numbers em- 
pioyed at various other mechanical work. 


Men Discharged; Clash Follows. 
At night, the union leaders were unable to 


gay just how many employésof the telephone 


company had joined the union. The labor 
trouble, it was admitted, grew out of the dis- 
charging of thirty-one Hnemen employed 
within the loop and fourteen linemen of the 
outlying districts, who had joined the union. 

After the meeting of the telephone com- 
pany’s officials and the union leaders, the 
former asked for police protection, and As- 
sistant Chief of Police Schuettler at once 
detailed thirty-five detectives and policemen 
to guard the telephone exchanges. 


STOCK EXCHANGE COMMITTEE 
SEEKS LIGHT ON $1,500 LOAN. 


A. M. Andrews Says He Has Been 
Unable to Realize on $8,000 in Coal 
Company Bonds Offered as Security. 


A claim presented by A. M. Andrews, of [| 


the firm of Dudley A. Tyng & Co., stock 
brokers at 184 La Salle street, against Rob- 
ert M. Minnehan, an independent operator on 
the Chicago stock exchange, is in the hands 
of the exchange investigation committee, of 
which Walter S. Brewster is chairman, A 
representative of the committee says heis not 
fully satisfied that there is basis for action, 
but that the body has issued requests for 
certain brokers interested in Minnehan’s 
affairs to appear. 

Last November Andrews loaned Minnehan 
$1,500, accepting as security $8.000 in bonds 
purporting to be first mortgage collatral 
trust 5s of an eastern coal company. A New 
York correspondent had wired another Chi- 
cago broker, to whom Minnehan had offered 
the bonds, that the company’s property was 
good, and the bonds marketable around 67%. 
On the strength of this Andrews made the 
loan. 

It was then arranged that on the payment 
of the loan, or from the proceeds of the sale 
of the security, Charles Henrotin, consul in 
Chicago for Switzerland and Belgiim, would 


de paid $350 which Minnehan owed him. 


Provision was also made for another $200 due 
Andrews. 

The loan was not paid, and Andrews of- 
fered the bonds for sale. They are still on 
the market, the holder claiming that he can 
get no bids at all Minnehan holds several 
more of the bonds, asserts they are good, 
and says he will take up the loan.

New York, Feb. 27.—[Special.}—Today’s 
stock market was interesting chiefly for the 
reason that while it disclosed on the part of 
the stock exchange community ea disposition 
to mindmize last week's anxieties regarding 
the effects of the rate decisions, it also re- 
vealed a spirit of caution among speculators 
over what the future holds in store im the 
way of decisions from the Supreme court in 
the anti-trust suits and the possible extra 
session of congress. 

Before Washington reported in the noon 
hour that there would be no anti-trust decl- 
sions handed down during the day stocks 
were under considerable pressure, Declines 
of a point or so from Saturday’s closing prices 
were the rule in the leading shares, and a 
policy of going slow was evident. Upon this 
news, which was greeted on the exchange by 
what was described by the gossip purveyors 
ag “ bull yells,” stocks were bid up sharply, 
Steel rising a point and a quarter in the 
process and the market as a whole took on 
an air of animation. 


Gains and Losses About Equal. 


It became apparent quickly, however, that the 
enthusiasm was largely confined to those making 
the most noise, and their efforts to close out their 
purchases, along with dribbling selling, brought 
about a sagging market which closed with gains 
and losses on the day about equal, changes in either 
direction being for the most part fractional. 

It ie of no little significance that the general 
tenor of commission house literature dealing with 
the rate decisions is hopéful. This is in strong
